shops to Ada, suggested that as one 
inducement to the road to make such 
change, the business men might agree 
to increase their

risco. Ut was not an original idea 
w th us; it had been mentioned a 
number of times before by business 
men and was brought up at the meet 
mg held shortly after the article ap­ 
peared. We had thought nothing more 


o f it and would probably not have had 
occasion to refer to it again soon 
had it not come to our ears that the 
little fellow at the Katy depot who 
" e a rs the cap of the agent has been 
making quite a fuss about it, going 
about among the business men telling 
them how rotten the article was and 
" h a t a rotten sheet the News is. 
Now The policy of the News is usu­ 
ally very pacific, but it has never 
been a part of our policy to quit un­ 
der fire, so since the m atter has been 
thus stirred up, the paper will have 
several things to say before we are 
through -with it. 
What does Ada owe the Katy, any­ 
way? What has it ever done for the 
town? The writer is informed that in 
the earlier days of the town, the Fris­ 
co was not very favorably disposed 
towards (Ada. However, that time has 
passed, and during the past few years 
it has given Ada as good treatm ent 
as any other place on the, line. During 
the three years the wrrter was secre­ 
tary of the 25,000 club he received 
tw° or three hundred inquiries from 
prospective im m igrants to this coun­ 
try, most of whom stated that Ad# 
had been recommended to them by the 
Frisco. Only two inquiries did we ever 
receive which said that the Katy had 
mentioned Ada. (Does that look like 
that road had any special love for 
the town? The Frisco industrial de­ 
partm ent kept in close touch at all 
times and was continually inquiring 
how it might render assistance in lo­ 
cating new industries 
here. 
Only 
within the last year did the Katy ever 
make one such inquiry. 
Furtherm ore, the (Frisco has always 
shown a disposition to carry out or­ 
ders of the council, while the Katy 
has always treated such orders with 
contempt. Three or four years ago 
the council 
ordered 
the 
roads 
to 
place arc lights at certain crossings. 
The Frisco readily complied and has 
been paying for its lights ever since, 
but until this good day the Katy has 
absolutely refused to take any notice 
of the ordinance, and rather than ex­ 
pose the citizens to further danger, 
the council finally placed a light at 
the Main street crossing. This is not 
right. The Katy should be forced to 
come across just as the Frisco did. 
At a recent meeting of the council 
the Frisco was ordered to open 14th 
street cross its right of way, and the 
Katy to open 10th street for the con­ 
venience of the citizens of the east 
side. The first named will doubtless 
comply, just as it did in the case of 
the lights and the concrete bridge on 
West Main street, but unless the city 
government gets busy, the Katy will 
doubtless show its usual contempt- 
ious indifference to its 
order.

once the city should go after the road 
and make it come across. 
In view of these incidents, does it 
seem that Ada is under any special 
obligations to the Katy? We fail to 
see it that way.

The enrollment of students at the 
normal began in good earnest this 
morning and by 
3 o’clock 
158 
had 
been enrolled. The 
teachers 
have 
been busy classifying the students, 
and by tomorrow will be In .a posi­ 
tion to begin work. Of course many 
others will be enrolled by that time, 
and within two or three weeks, will 
reach a figure of which the faculty 
may be proud. 
The meeting of the faculty of the 
East Central Normal school for the 
year 1911-12 w’as held in the library 
Friday afternoon at 3 o’clock. Pres­ 
ident 'Briles addressed the teachers, 
giving instruction relative to the work 
for the coming year. He said in part: 
“ Whatever of success we may have 
accomplished during the past year 
has been done, in .a large measure, 
to the co-operation of members of the 
faculty with the president and with 
each other and a willing disposition 
on the part of all those who remain 
in the faculty for the coming year 
to bear his or her share of the re­ 
sponsibility of the work, not only of 
the class room, but of th e general 
discipline and conduct of the entire 
student body. 
I^ast year I dared to express the 
hope that we should co-operate w’ith 
each other with a realization of the 
fact that we must each participate in 
the honor and share in the disgrace 
of each individual member. This year 
I confidently expect that we shall 
have the fullest co-operation on the 
part of each member of the faculty. 
In fact, I shall be seriously disap­ 
pointed if this does not prove the 
most pleasant year of my whole ex­ 
perience in school work. We ought, 
as a body of teachers .employed by 
the state to give instruction to those 
who are to become the teachers of the 
children of our state, to be able to 
demonstrate our ability to work to­ 
gether with harmony, 
each 
doing 
well the work of his own department, 
and at the same time realize that he 
is a unit of a great educational sys­ 
tem. 
We cannot too greatly 
emphasize 
the teachers’ responsibility as an ex­ 
emplar of correct ideals of life for 
upon us as teachers in a training 
school for teachers, rests a greater 
responsibility than upon any other 
class of people. Young men and young 
women who come to us for instruc­ 
tion and training will return to the 
communities from which they came 
and impart to those under their care 
the information which we have giv­ 
en and the ideals which they have 
formed from contact with us. lf you 
are worthy of the position which you 
occupy, your life as exemplified by 
your habits, your daily walk and con­ 
versation, what you do not do as well 
as what you do, 
will 
become 
the 
ideal of at least a considerable num­ 
ber of the pupils of this school. 
President Briles indicated that it 
was his desire 
that 
the 
teachers 
should 
identify 
themselves 
more 
thoroughly with the life and interests 
of the community. (He could see no 
reason why a teacher in a normal 
school should not 
be 
expected 
to 
measure up to the fullest standard 
of demand of any citizen of the com­ 
munity. 
The prospects for the coming year, 
as outlined by the president, are flat­ 
tering in the extreme. Correspondence 
which he has had with county super­ 
intendents and prospective pupils in­ 
dicates that this will be by far the 
best year of the normal school, and 
it will be the purpose of the presi­ 
dent and members of the faculty to 
make the work of the school such as 
that teachers from the state will be 
attracted to the extent that the East 
Central state 
normal, will 
become 
very soon the largest normal school 
of the state. 
Considerable attention was given to 
the new' course of study, the outline 
of which had just been received from 
the state board of education. 'This 
course of study has been printed for 
all of the normal school of the state 
alike. The organization of a system 
for the normal schools with a uni­ 
form course of study eliminates all 
unwholesome 
rivalry 
among 
the 
schools. The only rivalry possible is 
that which comes from tne personnel 
of the various faculties. The faculty 
of the school has been very consid­ 
erably strengthened by the acquisi­ 
tion of new* members, and every mem­ 
ber of the faculty is ready to under­ 
take the work of the year with re­ 
newed interest and enthusiasm and 
all are agreed that the East Central 
shall become, that which by right 
ought to be, 
the 
leading 
normal 
school in Oklahoma.
